From this it is judged there-will be 
but little additional delay in the official pro- 
tnulgation of the sentence in this case, what- 
ever that may be.

CHICAGO AFIRE. 


Terrible Conflagration inthe Garden 
City—Several Blocks of Buildings 
Burrned—The Loss Amounts 

« te Malleons. 


THE FIRE STILL RAGING. 


Cuicago, October 8, 12:30 a. m.—The 
most terrible conflagration that ever 
occurred in this city broke 
outabout an hour and a half ago, and having 
already swept over six entire blocks is still 
raging with almost unabated fury. The fire 
staPted in a large planing-mill, situated 
between Clinton end Canal and Van Buren 
and Jackson streets, about the center of the 
block formed by these streets. The wind was 
blowing very fresh, and the flames spread with 
almost incredible rapidity, end in a few min- 
utes the entire structure was a mass of fire. 

The immediate vicinity is built up maiuly 
with small wooden tenement houses and two- 
story frame buildings occupied as groceries, 
saloons, &c. The inmates of many of these 
houses, startied from slumber, had 
barely time to rush from their houses 
in the scanty attire of night, leaving their 
goods to destruction. In several instances 
children were hastily wrapped in blankets and 
quilt?,to break the foree of their fall, and 
thrown from windews to*the 
vround. 

When the alarm sounded for this fire. an- 
other of considerable magnitude was burning 
on Wells street, near Adams. Several engines 
necessarily kept at work upon 
this. The rest of the enyines in the city 
were soonon the ground, but before they 
arrived the fire had spread over so large an 
area, and was 50 rapidly spreading, that their 
eflorts seemed of little avaii. 

Between Canal street and the river 
several lumber yards, which were entirely de- 
stroyed, At this hour the fire has madea 
¢leam sWecr fom Van Buren street north two 
blocks to Adams, and west to Clinton,. three 
blocks from the river. 

The wharves between Van Buren and Jack- 
son streets are Lurning, and the wood-work of 
the western approach to Adams-street bridge 
is destroyed. 

A darge coal-yard, containing thonsands of 
tons of soft coal, and situated between the 
tracks of the Chicago andAlton and Pittsburgh 
and Fort Wayne railroads and the river, is on 
fire and burning furiously. The itamense grain 
elevator of Vineent, Nelson & Co., one of the 
finest in the city, is immedi ately adjoining, 
and though intended to be fire-proof, there 
seey.® littie doubt that it wiil be de *stroyed, as 
the inte nse heat towhich it is st ul je ted will 
crack the slate with which it ie covered on 
both roof and side me. it ontalus many thou- 
Ss and b ushe is of es grain ‘ if all we Pa! ds.

The committee of “val Bishops appointed 
by the House of enone, at the general con- 
vention of consider wheth- 
er any additional provision r 
uniformity by the convention or otherwise 
is 4 oem and expedient, and to report to 
the next —— convention, having held sun- 
dry mee at several different places, at 
each of which all the members of the commit- 
tee were present through the entire session, 
and having, as they believed, given to the sub- 
ject matter entrusted to them that careful 
consideration which its importance merits, re- 
spectfully ask leave to report: 

The resolution under which the committee 
was appointed raised several questions for ex- 
amination and answer: Is any legislation 

touching the performance of divine service, 
and the administration of sacraments and 
other rites and ceremonies of the church, 
practicabie? If if "prectie is it at this time 
expedient? wacticable and ex- 
a shall take the shape 
of canon or canons, or 
shall it be otherwise provided for? And, 
finally. what shail the actual details of legis- 
lution be? Assuredly these are questions that 
touch the church and its members in many 
and yery vital points, and involve many déli- 
cate as well as precious relations. 

In considering theese questions, the commit- 
tee have endeavored never to forget that sub- 
stantial uniformity is entirely compatible with 

very considerable. individual liberty. That 
non-eseentials should never be unduly magni- 
fied, and far lessraised to equality with es- 
sentials; that many troublesome and ob- 
jJectionable things are ephemeral in their 
nature and  peevish in using, and 
that under any circumstances ° hasty 
legislation is even to be avoided. Nor have 
they omitted to keep in mind the wise words 
of the thirty-eixth article of religion: “It is 
not necessary that traditions and ccremonies 
be in all places one or utterly alitge, for at all 
times they have been diverse, aud may be 
ehangcd sccording to the diversijs of coun- 
tries, times and men’s manners,so.taat nothing 
be ordained against God’s word. Every par- 
ticular or vational church hath authority to 
ordain, cbange and abolish the ceremonies, or 
rites of the church ordained ouly by man's 
authority, sothat ail things be done to the 
edifying of the congregution.”’ While, how- 
ever, the committee have kept these consid- 
eretious in view, it has been and is their unan-

Heretofore we have been famil- 
iar with him as a poet, a novelist, and a 
historian; now we meet him as a traveler, 
who has taken a holiday jaunt to regions 
remote and strange, and has told in a most 
charming way the impressions that such 
unwonted scenery made upon his mind. 
To an inhabitant of the North, a journey 
in mid-winter far to the southward is 
always full of surprises. Flowers and 
fruits and hot weather in December as- 
tonish such a one in spite of logic. 


“And the luxuriant verdure of tropical 


countries, and of the West Indies in gartic- 
ular, has not failed to fill the eyes of 
every foreigner who has beheld it, from 
the time of CoLumsts till now, with as- 
tonishment and delight. 

Mr. Krxes.ey isso much of a scholar, 
and is so specially well acquainted with 
the history of the early navigators and of 
the English colonies in the West Indies, 
that, inasmuch as he continually speaks 
in his book of the historical associations 
connected with the various places he visits, 
itis charming to read this story of his 
travels. He interweaves delicious bits of 
brave old deeds, and romantic exploits, 
and wonderful legends among the bright 
descriptions‘of his wanderings. Moreover, 
he seems to have taken his journey solely 
to have a good time, to leave all his cares 
behind, and be determinedly jolly and 
agreeable under all circumstances. As he 
has himself stated in his book, he came to 
see Nature and not towns, and so the read- 
er will find, as he is led on from page to 
page of gorgeous and poetic and pic- 
turesque description. The account of his 
first eaperience among tropical scenery is 
particularly good. We quote it asfollows: 
‘The one place on which our eyes were 
set was a little cove a quarter of a mile off, 
under the steep hill, where a white line of 
sand shone between blue water and green 
wood. As we leaped on shore, on that 
white sand, it must be confessed that ere 
we had stood two minutes staring at the 
green wall opposite us, astonishment 
swallowed up for the time all other 
motion tonish t, not at the vast 
size of any thing, for the scrub was not 
thirty feet high; nor at the gorgeous colors, 
for very few plants or trees were in flower; 
but at the wonderful wealth of life. The 
mnassiveness, the strangeness, the variety, 
the very length of the young and _ still 
growing shoots:was a wonder. We tried, 
at first in vain, to fix our eyes on some one 
dominant or typical form, while every 
form was clamoring, as it were, to be 
looked at, and a fresh dryad gazed out of 
every bush, and with wooing eyes asked 
to be wooed again. The first two plants, 
perhaps, we looked steadily at were the 
ipomea, flying along the sand in straight 
shoots thirty feet long, and growing long- 
er, we fancied, while we looked at it, with 
large bilobed leaves at every joint, and 
here and there a great purple convolvulus 
flower; and next what we knew at once

for the shore grape. This was a mere low, 
bushy tree with rounded leaves. But what 
a bush! with drooping boughs, arched 
over and through each other, shoots al- 
ready six feet long, leaves as big as the 
hand, shining like dark velvet; a crimson 
mid-rib down each and tiled over each 
other — ‘imbricated’— as. the botanist 
would say, in that fashion which gives its 
peculiar solidity and richness of light and 
shade to the foliage of an old sycamore; 
and among these noble shoots and noble 
leaves, pendant everywhere, long tapering 
spires of green grapes. This suore grape, 
which the West Indians esteem as we 
might a bramble, we found to be, with- 
out exceptioh, the most beautiful broad- 
leaved plant which we had ever 
seen. Then we admired the frangipani, 
a tall and almost leafless shrub, with thick, 
fleshy shoots, bearing, im this species, 
white flowers, which have the fragrance 
peculiar to certafh white blossoms, to the 
jessamine, the tuberose, the orange, the 
night-blooming cereus; then the cacti and 
the aloes; then the first cocoanut, with its 
lust years leaves pale yellow, its new 
leaves Geep green, and its trunk ringing 
when struck like metal; then the sensitive 
plants, then creeping lianes of a dozen dif- 
ferent kinds. ‘Then we shrank back from 
our first glimpse of a little swamp of foul, 
brown water, backed up by the sand 
brush, with trees in every stage of decay, 
fallen and tangled into a doleful thicket, 
through which the spider-legged man- 
groves rose on stilted roots. We saw our 
first melocactus and our first night-bloom- 
ing cereus creeping over the rocks. We 


found our first tropic orchid, with white,

EDUCATION IN NORTHERN Evrope.—In 
Sweden, common schools are established by gov- 
ernment authority, at which not oniy @élementary 
studies, but bigher branches of education are 
pursued. In i868, there were in Sweden 679,128 
children between five and fifteen years of age. 
Of these, 526,046 attended the common schools, 
and 141,.Ml were taught in other schools under 
government authority or at home, 97 per eent. of 
the children thus receiving an education.

With the“ dead body of Riely, Parker 
surrendered himself tv the officers of 
the law. He wad taken to Chariestown 
yesterday evening. When the officers took him 
aboard the train almost the first man Parker met 
was his father, who was ou his return from Cin- 
Cinnati, and who then learned for the first time 
that his son was the slayer of Riely. The scene 
that followed was of the most affecting charac- 
ter. The father bowed his head in the deepest 
grief; and, although in the room all last night 
with his son and his guards, he did not speak to 
him. Hie grief was too profound. 

Capt. Parker will have a preliminary hearing 
this afternoon, commencing at 1 o'clock, at 
Charlestown. There is intense excitement at 
Charlestown as well as at Lexington ig conse- 
quence of the murder. Crowds were to be seen 
throughout lest night on the street corners, dia- 
Cussing the tragedy. Capt. Parker strenuously 
Cliims that he acted entirely in self-defense in 
the killing.

_ RAILROAD DISASTER. 


——- 


Burning of the Bridge Over Salt River 
at Shepherdsville. 


Several Persons Injured. 


Sv 

The bridge across@alt river at Shepherdsville, 
on the Louisville and Nasbville railroad, was by 
many thought to be made of fron and too 
firm to be destroyed by fire; but this was a mis- 
take, as that theory was destroyed yesterday af- 
ternoon by the destruction of the bridge. 

about fifteen minutes 
«* clock ” construction 
north passed over the bridge, 
and in about fifteen minutes after its passage, 
fire was discovered in the main cord en the west 
side, at the south end, and this gained such 
rapid headway that all endeavor to quench it 
was in vain. After the fire had a good start, a 
young man named Jack Rickerson, living at 
Shepherdsville, ventured to climb to the top of 
the bridge and peur water upon it, but the main 
cords were covered with heavy zinc, and this 
prevented access to the flame. Mr. Rickerson 
remained on top for some time, and 
although an ax was banded him, he could make 
no exertion that seemed to be of benefit. Find- 
ing that the main stays of the structure were 
almost burned in two, he dismounted and left 
the flames to work their way. 

The distance from the water in the river to the 
top of the bridge was about seventy feet, and it 
seemed to be impossible to get water. Soon af- 
ter the fire was first discovered, No. 5 passenger 
train, going south, passed over without 
noticing that the bridge owas on 
fire, and soon after its passage No. 6 
passenger coming north came up, but this train 
was bailed bye flag in the hands of Mr. R. L. 
Troutman, of Shepherdsville, who walked down 
the road and gave the signal. When No. 6 got to 
the bndge, a number of passengers were certain 
that the passage could be made, and insisted on 
the conductor trying it, but this was positively 
refused, and the train stopped at Salt-river 
station. 

Soon after stopping, several passengers from 
No. 6 ventured on the burning bridge, and got 
come six or eight steps from the south side com- 
ing north, when the iron work began giving way 
and, upon hearing this, they all rushed frantic- 
ally back. Mr. Wm. Middleton, of the New York 
Store, en route from the fair at Glasgow, Ken- 
tucky, to his home inthis city, being one among 
the adventurers, narrowly escaped with his life, 
as he barely managed to grasp the pier after the 
body of the bridge had fallen from under him. 
An old gentleman named Clark, of Calhoun, Ken- 
tucky, being another of the risky crew, fell after 
renching terre firma, and the crowd 
trampled upon him, by which he was seriously 
injured about the body and face. Four other 
persons were very slightly burt, but none dan- 
gerously. 

The fire was not confined to the portion of the 
bridge upon which the railroad track laid, but tn 
the cords above, and when the cord on the west 
side, at the far end of the south span, was 
burned in two, the structure gave way, and this 
span was precipitated into the chasm below, 
a distance of sixty feet from the top of the pier. 
Soon after the first span fell, the second, or mid- 
die span, caught fire in the cords, and, after 
they burned, this span also fell into the river be- 
low. The last, or north span,is still up, but 
rests upon such slender shreds that there is 
great danger ¢ven to s person walking upon it, 
and will have to be torn away. Each span was 
about 100 feet long, and about 0 feet high. 
Salt river was almost entirely dry, and 
the wreck lies upon the rocks beneath. In the 
fallof the upper works of the bridge, the lines 
of the Western Union and the Southern Pacific 
and Atlantic telegraph companies also fell, and 
for a while were rendered useless; but through 


| the exertions of HM. F., R. L. and John Trout- 


man, and Elisha Chaddie, of Shepherdsville, tem- 
porary poles were rigged up in the river, and 
communication was restored. 

Conductor W. H. Witty, of the north-bound 
train (No. 6), and engineer Hy. Patrick, deserve 
much credit for refusing to cross the bridge un- 
der such risky circumstances,and the passengers 
under their charge notwithstanding their former 
desire to risk their lives on the frail structure, 
return their sincere thanks for their safe de- 
livery from a terrible death-scene. 

The news of the fire was received by the au- 
thorities of the railroad about half-past one 
o'clock, and a request was made of the Chief of 
the Fire Department to Send an engine out the 
road. Capt. Geo. W. Levi, the accommodating 
Chief, ordered the John Sargent No. 4 to go, but 
she arrived too late, as the structure was in 
ruins, and ber services were useless. 

The loss to the Louisville and Nasbyille rail- 
road will foot up about $200,000, the risk upon 
which was taken by the company. Itis said that 
the road willl be in running order again by Wed- 
nesday, although it seems to be fully a three 
weeks’ job to rebuild the bridge.

Ig sesponse to a toast proposed by Mr. Rainey, 
at @p Commercial—*Horace Scott, the Railroad 
King of the West’—Col. Seott gavea brief but 
interesting bistory of his life asa railroad man, 
of which the following is the substance: He was 
born in Vermont. In 1547 he wandered down 
into Massachusetis, and got to Be a 
switch-tender on the Connecticut River railroad 
at Springfield. It was called the skip train, and 
one night he left his switch in charge of the 
watchman while he went to his supper, and 
while he was away the train came along and 
skipped off. He lit out. In the _ fol- 
lowing August be got to be a 
brakeman on another road; was 
promoted to be baggage-master, and then in a 
few months reached to the full extent of his am- 
bition—that was to be conductor of the best 
train on the road. That was in 1850. In 1852 he 
was made ticket agent, and im 1454 was appointed 
superintendent of the Fairview  rail- 
road, iy the southeastern portion 
of the State. In the November 
State election of 1°64 he was elected a member 
of the Governor's Council from the Eighth dis- 
trict, that being the third highest office in the 
State. Im March, 1865, he was appointed gereral 
superintendent of the Jeffersonville railroad. 
then running between Jeffersonville and Edin- 
burg, Indiana, a distance of seventy-seven miles- 
He took charge of the ceneral business of the 
road May 1, 1865. During the summer of ‘65 he 
built the road to New Albany, which was opened 
to travel about the Ist of September of the 
same year. In 1866 the Jeffersonville and 
Madison roads were consolidated under the 
neme of the Jeffersenville, Madison, and 
Indianapolis railroad, and Col. Scott appointed 
Gencral Superintendent of the consolidated com- 
pany, which position he bas held ever since, and 
the road under his management has prospered 
unprecedentedly. On August Ist the road was 
leased bythe Pennsylvania Central, and Col. 
Scett retained in the position he had previously 
filled with so much credit.

The committee passed all through the buiiding 
in company with Capt. George Levi, the excellent 
Chief of the Fire Department, and were greatly 
pleased with the design and finish of the house. 

It is the aim of the Chief to have the engine- 
houses fitted up with comfort and even with 
some degree of luxury, that the home of the fire- 
men may be pleasant to them. They are re- 
quired to be there ali the time, and should be 
made comfortabie. On the second floor there 
is @ bed-room, a sitting-room, a fuel 
rocm, and a veranda overlooking 
the street. The bed-room is furnished with 


two chandeliers, and other pieces of furniture 
of a similar character. The floors of the other 
rooms are covered with oilcloths. The building 
cost $7,100, and was erected by John Heblman, 
contractor. 

The new engine built by John B. Davies, of this 
city, is to be stationed there, but she was broken 
a few weeks ago andis now undergoing repairs. 

A fine dinner was spread in the sitting-room, 
tu which the committee, the representatives of 
the press and several members of the General 
Council, were invited. Mr. Vaughan, the 
very efficient Clerk of the Common Council, pre- 
sided at the head of the table, and as was said 
by a gentleman present, proved himself to be 
‘as good with the carving-kuife as with the pen.”’
